teachers present nnd several visitor.). 
Rev. U. Ki ink White, pastor of the 
United IVcuhyterlnn Church, conduct- 
ed devotional exorcises, after which 
two selections wero rendered by tho 
Institute. A vocal solo by Mrs. May 
Marshall Cobb. tho soloist, followed. 


The discussion bnforo the Institute 


wa.i n very Important one, the subject 
being. "How Morals May bo Taught." 
Dr. Hodges opened the illsctinfllon and 
his talk wan n most Instructlvo ono. 
In part ho ttald: "The very first ques- 
tion which nrlnnrt In what Is our re- 
sponsibility? A tencher Is not always 
re»poii«lbl" for tho morals of all their 
students, but tbny are roiponslble for 
what they could have dom* that they 
did not do. A teacher can only bo 
ono of tin- agencies which boar upon 
tho Ufa of n pupil. In an Ideal home 
the mornl momentum of n child of six 
yearn should be pretty well establish- 
ed. 
It would bo n poor homo If the 


child did not know at that ago that It 
wni wrong to Up nnd sti-nl. Morals are 
a matter of training. 
Effective mor- 


als contlsts In the development of the 
will because when active, depends on 
thole purpose. I bcllovo that all real 
work when well accomplished In n dis- 
cipline for bi-tter motives. The rcgu- 
Inr routine work In th« school room 
has a tremendous effect on morals. 
Son* Is n very effective agency for 
rlghtoii&netii. Thu Teal spirit of SOUK 
can never find n place In tho heart of 
u criminal.-'My judgment of Ilia best 
effective mornl nuency la Ihu tractive 
power of the teacher'H peruonnl life."

dross. Itev. It. Frank White gave n 
short talk on tin- subj-'ct and conclud- 
ed by saying that he never heard a 
better talk on th» subject than the 
one iflvcn by Dr. Hodges.

Their Differences With the 


B. & O. Satisfactorily 


Adjusted. 


GET 
INCREASE

WAGES 


Formal 
Ratification 
of Agreement 


Made in Baltimore All That Is Nec- 
essary and It will Be Forthcoming. 
All Get Jobs Back. 


After a, Btrlkc laming from 
Mny, 


lOOit. tho IJallluioro A Ohio operat- 
ing odlclnls mid tho machinists of the 
company have reached a settlement. 


This wan done after 
n three-day 


conference which i-r.dod Tuesday bc- 
two.;n,nc|iorni .Manager A. \V. Thomp- 
son and one representative from each 
of tin) 1C, Hliops along the line of the 
road. 
The strikers' doU-gutex wore 


not only from the shops of the Haiti- 
more & Ohio line, but from thono of 
the llallliiioro 4c Ohio Southwestern 
system as wt-II. 


Tho delegates signed an agreement 


with Mr. Thompson, the 
terms 
of 


which were mutually agreed upon by 
both company and the employes. 
It 


was signal by (ill the delegates at the 
conference and l.y Mr. Thompson. A 
copy was given to each of thu repre- 
sentatives. Tho agreement will now 
be submitted to those formerly In the 
llultlinoio & Ohio employ 
us 
ma- 


chinists for ratification. 


It IK assumed that these machlnlKts 


*I|J In turn submit the agreed terms 
to their unions and then announce the 
reuult. 
Until this Is done It cannot 


be said that n Ilnnl result has 
been 


reached. 
Doth sides, however, were 


fully satisfied with tho terms and a 
prompt ratification Is expected. 


In this Boltlomont 
the 
Ilaltlmoro 


& Ohio 'Jlllclnls dealt with the men 
direct. The delegates were not there 
IIH representing unions or branches of 
unions. This was fully understood at 
the outset. 
The delegates represent- 


ed the workers In the shops. It was 
on this basis that the adjustment was 
reached. 
What the men do In 
the 


Ilnnl closing up of tho differences Is a 
question with which the railroad of- 
ficials are not concerned. They feel 
that the affair Is settled and BO regard 
It, as do the men. 


It was ofllclally stated by tho com- 


pany that when the conference ended 
it wan wish tho understanding "that 
when the formality of declaring the 
strike on" Is accomplished It will re- 
store the relations of tho men 
and 


the company on u. mutually satisfac- 
tory basis." 


The delegates returned to tholr HOV- 


oral sections along tho lines Tuesday 
afternoon. 
What hnn boon done will 


bo plncod before tho othor men to- 
morrow. A voto on tho proposition Is 
expected on Sunday. Than It Is an- 
ticipated thu utrlko will bo declared 
off and tho machinists will rctuui to 
work under the rearranged terms. 


This »ttll;e In tho beginning Involv- 


ed about 1,000 men, Including helpers. 
Tho cause for stopping work was tho 
policy of the company lu putting tho 
men on piecework Instead of on time. 
Tho machinists claimed that this pol- 
icy was n loss to thorn In money re- 
turn and rathor than accept It quit 
work at the Instigation of the unions 
which took tho matter up. 


Tho places of tho strikers In many 


Instances wero filled by other.? and the 
shops of tho company have been con- 
stantly kept going. 
While this was 


not always satisfactory, still It kept 
tho work In motion. 


By tho terms of the agreement all 


who camo Into the company's employ 
to take tho strikers' places are to stay 
In the service unmolested so long as 
they wish to remain. These men are 
to bo placed on the same basis as 
thoso who went out. 


All who stopped work can return to 


tholr old places as soon as tho agree- 
ment Is ratified. 
It Is expected that 


a largo majority will i opart for work 
next Monday. 


Many of those who went out nt the 


beginning of this controversy have 
found work elsowhoio In their trade. 
Others havo secured employment in 
other lines and may not waul to 1C- 
turn. The company's olllcers expect 
that COO will come back. Thoso ofll- 
cors say (here will bo nmplo room for 
this number, ax the business of (lie 
company Is expanding nt such a rate 
that the shops can take on many ad- 
ditional men and find use for them at 
Oliee. 


There Is also a modification In tho 


piecework policy. This class of work 
Is to be abolished;and the men will 
rcsnmo work on 'tlnie of not less limn 
n nine-hour day, with extra pay for 
all overtime.

the shops here, TO men. Including ap- 
prentices and helpers, walked out. Of

where: most of thorn so more lucrative 
positions than they hold in the shops 
here. 


The company has agreed to rein- 


state every striker within ;!0 days aft- 
er the agreement Is formally ratillc-it 
by the men. Tho ntrlltcrs will return 
to their old places 
next 
Tiuvfidny, 


the day set for them to apply Jor their 
old positions. Besldoa carrying every 
contention they made at the time of 
tho strike the men also received a 
six per cent. Increase In wages. Tuey 
arc jubilant over lli.j happy termina- 
tion of the strike.
